Arising at 5 a.m, we hastened to 
the ‘Prison, where alrendy a large: 
crowd had: assembled outside the, 
Prison Gate. : 

It. was still very dark, the ‘only 
illumination being the electrio are 
lump outside the prison and two 
solitary street Jamps: * 

Both entrances into the street 
were heavily guarded by French 
soldiers,, while in front of the 
prison many Police officials and 
nilitary officers were ‘assembled ‘and 
tulking in low tones. 

The “ spectators were obliged 
to stand in, the garden -of” the 
Tribanal Court, which {# exactly 
opposite:.to tho prison—here also 
were a ine of soldiers forming a 
barrier at-the edge of the garden 
wall to stap anyone catering ‘the 


street. : 
Women as Spectators. 


Among the large crowd gathered 
outside the prison were a number 
ot European women. There was 
also a sprinkling of Annamites cvi- 
dently very interested in the pro- 
ocedings to follow. _ 

The Guillotine! 

Aa my oyea deenme ‘accustomed to 
the ‘dark T. noticed the framework 
of the famous French Revolution 
execution model—thy Guillotine, It 
was identien) to those used in 
Franoe,-with a falling blade of 
triangular design, weighing 30 Ibs. 
without the extra load of lead. 
This stood immediately outside the 
prinon gate bordering the edge of 
the pavement, while but a few fect 
ayay wore four wooden coffins, the 
lids standing against the prison 
wall, and a motor-truck nearby, --. 


Tho Hour Arrives, 


The light. of dawn gradually ap- 
proached simultancously with the 
Inst stroke of the Cathedral clock 
announcing’ 5.30 .n.m.—the firet of 
the four prisoncrs was emitted from 
the gate, dressed in white, and with 
his hands: secured behind his back. 
Three paces and he lay in: position 
on the platform--and ‘with all sud- 
deness the end. cvame, quick and 
sure, Not a ery came from the 
convict nor @ murmur from any. of 
the spectatora. - : 

The threo others were quickly 
dealt, with, the whole proceedings 
being finished within 3 or 4 
minutes. ‘The convicts died without, 
murmur—only the third uttering 
an uppeal for'gpickness.’ . 

The crowd, satisfied, soon dispersed 
and the dead at rest in their coffins, 
were rushed away on the motor: 
lorry. - . ve 

Public executions have long heen 
a sight donicd to the publics in 
British possessions, and the above 
incident certainly did not call for 
a protest against the British law, 
for once soen—it is not a sight to 
he wished for. again,

NAZIS.:AND COMMUNISTS. 

e 4, , 
We hear, now and again, of mur- 
deroug affrays between “ Nazis” 
and Communists in 
What we. do not realise is that o 
atate of ‘latent civil war has oxisted 
there for Bome. years, and that the 
Ulamelessness, if not the rightful- 
nesa, of killing for political aime 
is currently asserted by armed 
popular organisations, The doc- 
trines of individual ind ‘mass 
violenco now. form: part of tho ne- 


cepted creed of parties which, in, 


tho aggregate, hold noarly 200 senta 
in tho Reichstag, Theso. ‘parties 
secured, last September, the aup- 
port of moro -than 11,000,000 voters. 

Between these parties—the Hitlor- 
ites or “Nazis” ‘and tho Com- 
muniets—stand semi-military aaso- 
cintions like the “Steel Helmets,” 
which, in purpose if not in present 
method, aro as violent ns either. 
Nor is it strange that, in such 
circumstances, the Republican or- 
ganisation called the '' Reichsban- 
ner” should |have begun to take 
the Prussian Police as -its modol, 
and to instruct its members to pre- 
pare. themselves technically “for 
the repulso vf attacks.” Meanwhilo 
the Steel Helmets” are doing 
Hivuen’s work by agitating for a 
viébiscite to secure the dissolution 
of the Prussian Diet, They reckon 
that, in a Prussian general election, 
tho “ Nazis’? would be able: to 
undermine if not to overthrow 
this stronghold of Gorman Repub- 
licanism. 


Herr ‘Hitter is’ a German ‘race- 
fanatic, bred in the Austrian tradi- 
tion , af © race-fanaticism, with ‘a 
rude ‘philosophy that -appeals to 
masses in economic distress, ‘masses, 
moreover, who are’ convinced. that 
their sufferings come from an un- 
Just peace imposed upon their guilt- 
less Fatherlnnd by envious and 
predatory foes... He looks upon 
post-war, Germany ag a Jewish: 
‘Socialist: creation, engendered by. 
Ainister political will and active 
brutality, Therefore, ho sets him- 
self to’ foster a “ ngtional iden,’”’ 
supported by a ‘national will,’’ 
and to organise the means of put- 
ting “the necessary brutality” at 
ita servico. Milliong of young Ger- 
mans, ignorant of Europe and of 
the foutside world, and inflaméd 
ngainst the “war guilt lie,” hail 
him aga saviour. Why, they ren- 
son, should Hitter be a false ‘pro- 
phet when so-many voices in so 
many lands have acclaimed Muaso-

Yet man régards them ag senge- 
leas beings, incapnble of suffering 
and’ of -hnppincss, but such is not 
the case.

® just claim on our kindness, help, 
and - protection. In gratitude for 
their beneficiul services to. mankind 
we should treat them accordingly 
to some extent, and feed them well. 

Some . domestic animals, as the 
horse and dog, have a high degree 
of sensitiveness, and they know well 
haw to repay their masters.

origin of Sunday observance. 
Sunday, he snid, dated from tho 
earliest Apostolic, times and its 
observance was based oh the high- 
est~authority.. ‘The first point to 
make clear was that Sunday was 
not tho Sabbath. Tho -two had 
oxisted side by side in the vory 
Early Church. Neither’ Christ nor 
the apostles definitoly ordained 
Sunday, ita observance grew natur- 
ally and was built on tho fact of 
Christ's: Resurrection having taken 
place on tho first day of the week. 
Reforonces to the New Teatameat 
and carly non-Christian, . Writers 
were made by. tho Dean: to show, in 
what manner the enrly Church ob- 
served Sunday. It was clear that 
its observance -in tho early Church 
was for three purposes, Gathering 
togethor, with which: was bound up 
the breaking ‘of bread,’ almagiving 
and ‘spiritual recrention through 
contemplation and worship, : 


Sabbath and Sunday, 


. The relation between the Sabbath 
and Sunday was next dealt. with, 


The first Christians, as Jews, treat- |" 


ed the Snbbath with great rever- 
‘once, but its observance gradually 
disappeared. Tho Sabbath. was 
negative, Sunday positive,: The, 
Sabbath’ represented the old Jewish: 
law of “Thou shalt slot,” Sunday 
the new Inw of freedom. From the 
periodical 
returns to Snabbatarianism were 
made, mostly ‘on -account of the 
slackness of Stinday observanco, 

Christ's teaching on the subject 
of Sunday. was clear, said the Dean, 
though we should not regard‘ His 
teaching about the Sabbath .as 
direct teaching about Sunday.’ 
Christ dealt with the Satbath as 
an institution. which it -was His 
intention to transcend, He claimed 
absolute authority with regard to 
it. _ His demands entai) no cere- 
monin) observance, ‘The Sabbath 
was made for mam not man for tho 
Sabbath.” Man's truo rest Christ 
tought was not, rest from_garthly 
labour but rest for heavenly labour. 

There are’ three main principles 
in Christ’s teaching which are the 
same nos those of Sunday obsery. 
ance, worship, almsgiving, and the 
refreshnient’ of spiritual life. _ The 
early “Church ‘incorporated | the 
fundamental principles of its mas- 
ter into its observanco of the. 
Lord’s ‘Day, and realised that the 
true purpose of Sunday is to enrich 
life. Sunday ‘observance compris. 
ed, said the Dean, three duties. 
Duty to God, on which the duty of 
worship was' paramount, duty to 
man, comprising- assembly. and 
charity, and duty to aclf ‘in the 
form of recreation of soul, mind 
and hody. 2 


THE DISCUSSION. 


‘In tho discussion that followed o 
lady asked the Dean what should 
be our attitude with ‘regard to 
children and tho keeping of Sun- 
day. :
